“We arrived home on Saturday 
night, and on Sunday we all had 
dinner at a Japanese establishment 
called Suayaiki. 
We were taken 
upstairs where the rooms were 
beautifully decorated, and the wait­ 
resses were dressed in gorgeous 
kimonas, W'ith large silk bows in 
the back. 
They wore sandals held 
on only by thongs between the lug 
toes and the next ones. 
One din 
ing room was covered with straw 
matting on the floor and walls and 
the table was only about 18 inches 
high, with patrons sitting on the 
floor on cushions while eating. We 
did not go into this room, hut ate 
at regular tables. 
“Our meal was cooked at the ta­ 
ble in a large dish. 
They brought 
all the food on a platter and re­ 
moved it to the chafing dish with 
chop sticks. They brought us chop 
sticks, but we preferred silver like 
Americans do. 
We liked the food 
very much.

“On Tuesday of next week, we 
started for Carmel and Oakdale, 
and drove in rain most of the day. 
“We stopped in Santa Barbara 
and drove over that beautiful city, 
visiting the Spanish mission, one 
of the many which were built all 
along the coast, spaced just as far 
apart as the people could travel in 
a day. 
“They are architectually beauti­ 
ful, and when you see them you 
wonder how the builders could 
handle such large stones, as man 
power was the only method they 
had in placing them so many years 
ago. 
“We called on Miss Mary Reyn­ 
olds and had an enjoyable little 
visit. 
We then went up to Sol 
vang, a village where all the farm­ 
ers and merchants are Danish. The 
shops and food places w w e so in 
teresting, and even the roofs of 
the buildings were patterned after 
the straw roofs of Denmark struc 
tures. 
“On the top of one shop was a 
stork nest and a figure of a large 
stork.

Also denied was a Commerce 
Department request for $400,000 to 
launch a program to translate for­ 
eign scientific and technical doc­

The committee said it 
would study the m atter further, 
but the departm ent should note 
that other agencies “ are already 
doing ,;ome work in this field.” 
The committee voted $8,690,000 
for old age pensions, $170,600,000 
for public assistance grants, and 
$33,000,000 for unemployment com

National League officials origi 
nally had planned 
to announce 
their schedule on dan. 24, hut they 
had to go to work and draw up 
a new one when several of the 
Dodger dates conflicted with other 
events previously slated for their 
Memorial Coliseum ball park in 
Los Angeles. 


The Dodders ironed out their 
difficulties by scheduling foqr twi 
night doubleheaders at home. 
Los Angeles opens the season 


, 
at San Francisco on April 15 and 
after a three game series, the Gi­ 
ants travel south to Los Angeles 
for another three-game series with 
the Dodgers there beginning April 
18. 
All National League clubs will 


appear on the West Coast by April 
29 with the exception of the world 
champion Milwaukee Braves and 
Cincinnati Redlegs, who make their 
first official visit to California oil 
June 3. 
Milwaukee, 
Cincinnati, 
Pittsburgh and Philadelphia now 
constitute the Eastern Division of 
the league. 
This year’s night game total rep 
resents an Increase of 13 over the 
261 scheduled last year, which was 
the previous National League high. 


The Philadelphia 
Phillies are 
listed to play the most night games 
at home, 47, an increase of four 
over last year. 
Pittsburgh made the biggest in­ 
crease in its night game sched­ 
ule. going from 27 a year ago to 
33. 
The Cubs will continue their 
policy ol no night ball at home 
The Pirates are scheduled for 
the most doubleheaders at home- 
11. 
The Dodgers will play seven 
twinbills, including the four twi­ 
nighters. 
In addition to the Ginnts-Dodg 
cr* inaugural on April 15, other 
opening day pairings call for Phil 
adelphia at Cincinnati; Pittsburgh 
at Milwaukee, and Chicago at St. 
Louis in a night game
